The Cabinet Meeting. 


The Cabinet meeting at No. 10 Downing 
street to-day was like others held lately, 
so far as outside appearances went, but 
there were differences.

It is understood. that the first business 
of the Cabinet was to discuss suggestions 
for the Speech from. the Throne at the 
State opening, of Parliament, and also 
prospective ation to follow on. It is 
recognised in Government circles generally 
that there will be no attempt to pass 


'new legislation until Parliament meets in 


the early part of next year, since there 
has to be a thorough stocktaking of the 
Fun beíore any new departures can 
made. Mr. Churchill already has 
given instructions for a careful review of 
the financial position, and it is understood 
that both Mr. N e Chamberlain. and 
Sir A. Steel-Maitland are expected to take 
very active steps as soon as possible re- 
gaxding housing and unemployment. 


The Penny Post. 


It is stated to-day that Sir W. Mitchell- 
Thompson, the new Postmaster-General, 
has decided to give his attention at the 
earliest. possible moment to the question 
of restoration of penny postage» It will 
not do, however, to be too sanguine on 
this point ; for the cost of restoring penny 
postage would be about £5,200,000 per 
annum. It might have been possible 
next. year but for the Sutton judg- 
ment concerning the payment of full 
civil wages, to postal officials while in the 
Army, which will cost the State some- 
thing like three million pounds. One 
point has to be taken into very serious 
consideration, and that is whether penny 
postage will mean an increase in the 
number of letters. The telephone must not 
be left out of this calculation ; for a local 
call’ costs only a penny, and there is a 
tendency to oie the telephone more and 
more useful. Last week there were nearly 
nine million telephone calls in London 
alone, and the postage of many thousands 
of letters must have been saved.
